Retiring Head’s Message 

This article contains some of my remarks at the Gradua- 
tion Ceremony on June 13, 2015. After a 45 year career in ed- 
ucation as a teacher, a coach, an administrator, including 27 
years as a Head, I find myself retiring from a school I entered 
as a boarder in grade four at nine years old in 1954. Even 
before that, I was on campus frequently, as my father was 
Chairman, and I came to see my older brother, a student of 
BCS, and two older sisters, who attended King’s Hall, Comp- 
ton, perform in athletics, drama or other school activities. 

So, in fact, I’ve been connected to the school in some 
fashion for about 65 years, and I’ve always been supportive 
of the school’s direction and ambitions. 

I feel fortunate to have come full circle, so to speak. I 
am proud of the way the school has adapted in successfully 
meeting the challenges of each new generation of students 
and numerous reforms in the delivery of good education. 

My experience here for the past three years has me ap- 
preciating the balance and naturalness that a co-ed setting 
brings to the life of the school. To witness new elements of 
teamwork and mutual support has been gratifying for me. 
So, thank you to the girls and boys who have demonstrated 
so vividly to me something I would otherwise have missed 
had it not been for this unusual opportunity to be at BCS. For 
that, I’m grateful. 

In particular, this year has been a year of planning for 
the transition to a new generation of leadership at BCS. The 
administrative team, in consultation with the Board of Direc- 
tors, department heads, and managers has been working 
on the most important strategic issues facing the school.

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The Price Family - Five Generations at BCS 



There are not many families 
with a multi-generational legacy 
at one school, and even less with 
one dating back five generations. 
This is the case for the Price Fam- 
ily, who can proudly state that they 
have over 60 descendant Bishop’s 
College School alumni to date, with 
the first family member attending 
in 1879. William Price, the forebear 
of this longstanding BCS legacy 
family of Welsh origin, settled in 
Quebec City in 1810. The fam- 
ily thrived in the lumber industry 
throughout Quebec for more than 
four generations and has been part 
of the school’s history for nearly 
150 years.

In 1879, Henry Ferrier Price, 
William’s son, moved to Chile to 
become a cattle breeder. During 
that same year, he registered his 
son, William, at BCS. He was the 
first of the Price family to attend 
the school and remained at BCS for 
one term before pursuing his stud- 
ies in England. William Price went 
on to a successful career in the 
lumber trade with the family firm, 
Price Brothers. A notable business- 
man, industrialist, army officer, and 
politician, he was knighted in 1915. 

All four sons of Sir William 
Price attended BCS: John H. “Jack” 
Price, A.C. “Coosie” Price, Charlie 
Price, and Richard Price. Jack was 
awarded the Governor General’s 
Award for the top student of his 
graduating class in 1915. The fol- 
lowing generation saw all five of 
Jack’s sons attend BCS: Bill, Hart- 
land, Tom, Derek, and Peter. Peter 
was recognized as a member of 



the Heneker-Williams Society in 
recognition of his support for the 
BCS Cadet Corps program. Both of 
Richard’s sons, Michael and Keith, 
also attended the school. 

There have been several fe- 
male connections over the years, 
with various family members at- 
tending King’s Hall, Compton, and 
latterly, BCS. Joan Price Winser, 
KHC’43, Jack Price’s only daughter, 
was instrumental in engineering 
the merger of King’s Hall, Comp- 
ton and Bishop’s College School 
more than 40 years ago. Joan, who 
passed away in May 2014, was 
very passionate about BCS and 
worked tirelessly promoting the 
school and inspiring others to do 
the same. Joan was named to the 
Heneker-Williams Society for her 
continuous support and service to 
the school. 

Another spirited individual 
from the Price clan was Hartland 
L. Price, BCS’46, one of Jack’s five 
sons, who proved to be a loyal 
and devoted BCS supporter. Hart 
was first elected as a Director of 
the BCS Association in 1959 and 
went on to serve as Vice-Chairman 
from 1968 to 1982 and as Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee 
from 1982 to 1985. He was never 
one to seek public endorsement, 
and many of his accomplishments 
and acts of generosity went un- 
seen and unheralded. In 1998, Hart 
was also named to the Heneker- 
Williams Society. 



At times through the 1970’s 
and 1980’s, there have been as 
many as ten members from the 
extended Price family enrolled at 
the school, including other fam- 
ily names such as Ballantyne, 
McCarter, MacKay, Williams, and 
Winser. The living descendants 
of the original William Price, who 
immigrated to Canada in 1810, 
currently number over 400. 

Tim Price, BCS’75, the current 
Chair of the BCS Association Board, 
is accompanied on the board by his 
third cousin, Avery (MacKay) Rus- 
sell, BCS’85. “BCS continues to be 
a great passion for our family. We 
honour our commitment in mak- 
ing BCS accessible to all families, 
regardless of financial means, by 
offering the Price Family Scholar- 
ship,” says Tim. “Our family is very 
pleased to offer this scholarship 
to give promising students the op- 
portunity to benefit from the BCS 
experience, a tradition of which we 
can all be proud.” Today, there are 
two Price family members attend- 
ing BCS: Tom Price and Blake Rus- 
sell. Blake’s sister, Nicola, gradu- 
ated in June 2015. 

BCS has provided the Price fam- 
ily with a community, a home, as 
well as an outstanding learning en- 
vironment. “We hope to build upon 
our family’s legacy for generations 
to come,” adds Tim. 

BCS is blessed with several 
multi-generational families. The 
tradition continues to be a positive 
trend for the school.

From Student to Respected Leader: Will Mitchell, BCS’63 

William Mitchell’s relationship with BCS started at an early age. He was enrolled in 1954 at the ripe age 
of nine years. His family’s connection to BCS is extensive: five generations attended the school, including 
Will’s grandfather, Walter George Mitchell, BCS 1897, his father, Bill, BCS’26, his brother, Brad, BCS’53, and his 
sisters, Antonia and Jane, attended King’s Hall, KHC’55 and KHC’58, respectively. Relatives of Will’s continue 
to attend in this second decade of the 21 st century. The Mitchells are, in fact, the only BCS family to have had 
three generations of Presidents of the Alumni Association. 

Over the course of his life, Will has come full circle as stu- 
dent, Old Boy, teacher, parent, adviser, coach, consultant and, 
finally, Head of School. As a student, Will likes to say that he ex- 
celled more on the football field, hockey rink, and cricket pitch 
than in the classroom. However, Hugh Doheny, Assistant to the 
Headmaster, wrote in 1963: “I have known William Mitchell for 
many years and consider him one of the best boys we have ever 
had in the school. His record at the school has been admirable. 

He is a most efficient and conscientious Prefect, and was an 
outstanding member of every team. He was well behaved both 
in and out of the classroom. He has a very high sense of respon- 
sibility.” 

That strength of character and conscientiousness remain 
evident today. Having been brought back to BCS in 2012 as 
an adviser to assist in finding a new Head, Will was quickly 
recruited to fill the job himself. Says current Chair Tim Price: 

“Will Mitchell answered the call at a time when BCS was facing 
some challenges. He provided the leadership, credibility, and 
confidence to enable the school to establish a solid foundation. 

Will cares deeply about the people and community of BCS.” 

Among many accomplishments as Head, Will is credited with BCS’ successful completion of the Canadian 
Accredited Independent Schools (CAIS) accreditation process, promoting recruitment and enrolment efforts, 
and establishing a solid foundation for the school’s upcoming strategic planning process. Having previously 
served as Head of Selwyn House School for 24 years, Will retires as one of Canada’s most experienced and re- 
spected Heads of School. Praise for his service to the school has flooded in from all quarters.

BCS Welcomes New Head of School 



Some would call it a changing of the guard, a time 
when leadership succession occurs at the top of an 
organization. That historic moment has arrived once 
again at Bishop’s College School, and we are reminded 
through that event of our school’s long and distin- 
guished history. As we prepare for the future, reflect- 
ing on past accomplishments is a worthwhile exercise. 
BCS is saying farewell to William Mitchell, BCS’63, one 
of Canada’s most experienced independent school 
leaders, and welcoming Tyler Lewis as its 30 th Head 
of School. 

Over the past year, a selection committee of 
the BCS Association Board of Directors conducted a 
search with input from the school’s leadership team, 
faculty, and staff, as well as assistance from Laverne 
Smith & Associates, a top Canadian executive search 
firm. After reviewing dozens of applications and inter- 
viewing candidates from around the world, the com- 
mittee unanimously chose Tyler Lewis. 

Tyler began as new Head of School on July 1. He 
comes to BCS from Holderness School, an indepen- 
dent co-educational boarding school in Plymouth, New 
Hampshire, where he has held the position of Director 
of Admissions and Director of Financial Aid since 2006. 

Tyler completed his Bachelor of Arts in Econom- 
ics at Colby College in Maine and later his Master of 
Education at Harvard University. He began his ca- 
reer in 1995 as a teacher, coach, dorm parent, coun- 
selor, and administrator at Blair Academy in New 
Jersey. After leaving that school, Tyler spent five 
years as an educational consultant at Carney, Sandoe 
and Associates, a strategic planning and recruitment 
services firm in Boston, advising dozens of indepen- 
dent schools throughout North America on strategic 
planning and recruitment. 

When asked what drew him to BCS, Tyler says, 
“The spirit of BCS and its community is very appealing. 
My wife, Renee, and I felt a connection to the school in 
a very short period of time. The small boarding school 
environment is something that we are quite familiar 
with and welcome.” 

Some of BCS’ greatest strengths emerge from 
the interpersonal relationships and leadership that 
have been developed and nurtured within the com- 
munity. Over the last few months, Will and Tyler have 
discussed key issues and learned from each other’s 
experiences and knowledge. Tyler recognizes BCS’ 
strengths: strong academics, outstanding co-curricu- 
lar programming and leadership opportunities, and a 
diverse student population from 37 countries span- 
ning the globe. “I’m following in big footsteps behind 
Will Mitchell, and I am indebted to him for his strong 
leadership. Will has prepared the school for its next 
stage of growth. I look forward to charting a path for- 
ward from this strong position. A primary goal of BCS 
is to achieve stability in enrolment - the school is cur- 
rently in a very healthy and prosperous position. My 
wife and I are looking forward to raising our children 
in the natural, intimate, and supportive atmosphere

at BCS. The school’s culture and values resonate with 
us,” he explains. 

Will Mitchell’s tenure as Head of School has been 
unparalleled. In light of his 24-year career as Head of 
Selwyn House School and his second career at BCS, 
he is among the most respected independent school 
leaders in the country. He returned to BCS in June of 
2012 for a two month period, while the school’s Board 
of Directors sought a permanent Head of School. For- 
tunately for the school, Will’s interim position was ex- 
tended for three years and, as such, BCS benefited 
from his exceptional leadership. Will’s wise, humble, 
and confident approach to connecting with students, 
staff, and faculty has had a profound impact on the 
BCS community. 

When asked how Will’s loss will be felt, Director 
of Advancement Greg Stevenson says, “Will’s con- 
tributions and commitment to the school have been 
outstanding. He’s an exceptional leader with a tre- 
mendous wealth of experience in the Canadian in- 
dependent school community. As a BCS Old Boy, Will 
came in with first-hand knowledge of how the school 
operates, which allowed him to be very effective from 
the outset.

When Will reflects upon his extensive 45 year ca-

It feels as though I’ve come 
full circle, and it’s been a privilege.” Will is now ready to 
move on to the next stage of his life as he retires from 
a distinguished and illustrious career. 

As one door closes, another door opens. Tyler 
Lewis is joining BCS at a time when the school is ex- 
periencing strong enrolment with a remarkable and 
diverse student body. BCS grade 12 students are ac- 
cepted to some of the most competitive programs 
and universities throughout the world, and the school 
has an outstanding team of faculty and staff. To en- 
sure that the school remains focused on its main goals 
and core values, BCS has begun a review and rejuvena- 
tion of its strategic vision, which is aimed at engaging 
the entire community. Tyler’s goal is to develop and 
cultivate relationships with students, staff, alumni, 
administrators, Board of Directors, and other mem- 
bers of the school community as he charts the path 
forward for BCS. 

Tyler, Renee, and their three children, Benjamin 
(six), Finnegan (four), and Hadley (one), along with 
their dog, Baxter, are settling into Plantation, their 
new home and the Head’s historic residence. From 
the shores of the Pemigewasset River in Plymouth, 
New Hampshire to the banks of the St. Francis in 
Lennoxville, new adventures await this family. The BCS 
community welcomes its 30 th Head of School.

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BCS Re-Accreditation Progress Praised by CAIS 



In 2012, Bishop’s College School participated in a 
re-accreditation review with CAIS (Canadian Accredit- 
ed Independent Schools). CAIS accreditation provides 
assurance that schools are focused and actively striv- 
ing to provide a progressive education and learning 
environment to students. It also allows schools to ex- 
amine what they are currently doing and how they can 
ensure that best practices are in place. 

Head of School Will Mitchell, BCS’63, has brought 
tremendous stability to BCS and has been instru- 
mental throughout the entire accreditation process. 
A past president of CAIS, Will is well versed with the 
accreditation process and standards. He also served 
as Interim Executive Director of CAIS, where he helped 
manage the amalgamation of CAIS and CESI (Canadian 
Educational Standards Institute).

BCS filed its first major progress report for all 12 
CAIS evaluation standards in March 2014 and an addi- 
tional interim report on April 1, 2015. At the May CAIS 
Board meeting, a resolution was passed lifting all ma- 
jor recommendations and accepting Bishop’s College 
School’s Interim Report. CAIS was particularly compli- 
mentary of the pace at which BCS had achieved prog- 
ress in relation to the recommendations provided by 
the accreditation review. The school is asked to sub- 
mit a final “Response to Recommendations Report” by 
April 1, 2016 to complete the process and reaffirm its 
accreditation. 

Though rigorous, the accreditation review is a 
stimulating process that requires profound commit- 
ment. Faculty and staff members are engaged in an 
internal assessment process to analyze all aspects 
of the school within a framework of 12 CAIS evalu- 
ation standards. They cover various facets of the 
school’s operations, including academics, admissions, 
communication, marketing, facilities, finance, gover- 
nance, leadership, continuous school improvement, 
and more. CAIS also considers how these standards 
function with respect to fulfilling the school’s mission 
and values. Working in teams, BCS faculty and staff 
collected and compiled information, assessed current 
methods in all areas, and developed ways to improve 
upon them. 

Will Mitchell, along with faculty and staff, evalu- 
ated the standards and distilled them down to five key 
action areas upon which the interim report was based. 
This approach was recognized and praised by CAIS as a 
leading approach in the accreditation process. 
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The five point action plan has focused on the fol- 
lowing major themes: 

1. Support for student success 

2. Strong academic program 

3. Continuous improvement 

4. Long-term sustainability 

5. Effective leadership and governance. 
Strategies and tactics have been developed based on 
each theme. The school’s main objective, with a new 
Head of School in place, is to create a multi-year stra- 
tegic plan. In the meantime, progress continues at an 
excellent pace. 

Here are some of the major advancements that 
are being achieved, in part prompted by the CAIS 
accreditation process: 

Integrated marketing and communications ef- 
forts have ramped up, featuring a new brand profile 
for the school and a new website, which incorporates 
interactive technologies and customized news feeds. 
The new BCS brand strategy was developed by Hook 
& Loop, a NYC based marketing agency led by Stephan 
Scholl, BCS’88, resulting in a new tagline for BCS: 
Where Learning Lives and Leaders Grow. 

The Admissions Department has had a phenome- 
nal year, attending over 70 events in 30 countries, vis- 
iting a multitude of destinations to showcase BCS and 
meeting with prospective students and their families. 
These efforts led to a 20% increase in the student 
population in 2014-2015, which reached a healthy en- 
rolment of over 240 students. 

The Advancement Department has also had a 
strong impact of late. With a focus on reaching out 
and reconnecting with the alumni community, they 
doubled their number of events by travelling to all 
major North American cities that are home to a large 
number of BCS graduates. Alumni & Friends Evenings 
were even held overseas in London, Mexico City, St. 
Barths, and Kingston, Jamaica. The result? Partici- 
pation by alumni and friends in the BCS community 
tripled in one year. Director of Advancement Greg 
Stevenson, BCS’87, reports that annual giving corre- 
spondingly increased by 54%, and major gifts allowed 
BCS to renovate residences, purchase new equipment, 
and fund important programs in the school.

A Sustainable Development Policy has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors, and an Environment 
Committee has been working to improve environ- 
mental awareness and action at BCS. Dubbed the Go 
Green Team, the group enjoys enthusiastic participa- 
tion from students, staff and faculty, and plans to 
develop an environmental action plan to ensure a 
sustainable and environmentally responsible future 
for our school. Progress is already being achieved, 
including the purchase of an electric security car 
and low emissions rink resurfacers, the reduction of 
packaging and food waste, the conversion to energy- 
efficient lighting, and more. 

Facilities renewal and renovation continued this 
year. Visitors to School House and Centre Stairs of- 
ten remark on the improved layout and appearance 
of the area that provides a first impression to visit- 
ing families. McNaughton House received a com- 
plete top-to-bottom makeover last year and is now 
providing fresh, modern, and energy-conscious ac- 
commodations for 34 boys. A $387K renovation has 
recently been approved for Glass House, and work 
has already begun on bathrooms, hallways, and com- 
mon rooms. Our 40 Years of Glass fundraising cam- 
paign is gaining momentum and includes a website 
(www.40YearsofGlass.com), which shares heart- 
warming stories and fond memories from current and 
former Glass girls.

A facilities audit was undertaken last year to de- 
termine the physical plant needs of the school. This 
has identified key areas for investment in the coming 
years, including continued renovation and renewal of 
our buildings. Most immediately, however, a campus- 
wide security program has been implemented to en- 
hance the safety and well-being of our community. 
This includes the installation of a key card door entry 
system, security cameras, and updated emergency 
response procedures. 

The academic program continues to strive 
for excellence, with a focus on curriculum map- 
ping to ensure that learning outcomes are de- 
livered in a smooth and coordinated way. These 
efforts have enabled BCS to increase the num- 
ber of Advanced Placement courses and explore 
accredited Grade 12 programs, which allow students 



to enter Quebec universities directly from Form VII, an 
option that did not exist for BCS graduates until re- 
cently. The Bridge Program , another notable academic 
program, places top performing Form VII students in 
Bishop’s University classes, providing them a head 
start with university credits before they even com- 
plete high school. Our students are often at the top 
of their BU classes which, in turn, strengthens their 
university applications considerably. 

The R.D.W. Howson Enrichment Centre, estab- 
lished eight years ago through the generous support 
of Rick Howson, BCS’67, continues to provide all stu- 
dents with the necessary tools and support to reach 
their full potential. The Centre provides students with 
instructional support in key subject areas on a one- 
to-one or group basis, at both the remedial and en- 
richment levels. Individual Education Plans (lEPs) are 
developed, targeting students’ needs, with no extra 
charge for these services. ‘The EC’ was praised in the 
CAIS accreditation review as a key BCS strength. 

Technology equipment and infrastructure have 
been remarkably upgraded in the last two years. New 
Wi-Fi hubs and short-throw smart projectors were in- 
stalled in all classrooms throughout the school last 
year, and iPads have been introduced as a supple- 
mental learning technology available to all class- 
rooms. Next year, student laptops will be replaced 
and upgraded to Lenovo tablet PCs, strengthening 
BCS’ longstanding one-on-one device approach.

Professional development has received renewed 
focus at BCS recently. With an emphasis on identify- 
ing “best practices” methodology in the independent 
school world, our entire staff and faculty are being 
encouraged to participate in seminars, conferences, 
and workshops across North America. Information 
and collaboration from these experiences are leading 
to advancements in many areas of the school. 

Overall, BCS has benefited greatly from the CAIS 
accreditation process and will continue to strive for 
ongoing improvement in all 12 standard areas as part 
of its commitment to the national community of inde- 
pendent schools.

A Patron of the Arts 

Patrick Stoker, BCS’44, 1920-2014 



Patrick Stoker, BCS’44, 
or ‘Paddy’ as he was affec- 
tionately known by many, 
was born on Christmas Day 
in 1920. He was the son of 
the late Tom Thornley Mc- 
Gillycuddy Stoker and Mary 
Hendrie Braithwaite Stoker 
(Drummond). Surrounded 
by members of his beloved 
family, Paddy died peace- 
fully on July 5, 2014 at the 
age of 93. 

Paddy was a graduate 
of Bishop’s College School, 

Selwyn House School, and 
Upper Canada College. He 
joined the RCAF in 1942 
and trained for a few years 
before going overseas. He 
served with the Yorkshire 
6 th Group bomber squadron 
and, after VJ Day, regrouped 
in Nova Scotia for the Japa- 
nese theatre. Returning to 
McGill, Paddy enrolled in 
architecture, a career he 
had decided upon during 
his teens, when he and his 
younger brother built boats 
and treehouses during their 
summers together in the woods near the family farm 
in Sainte-Agathe. One summer, he and his brother built 
a raft and named it the Queen Mary. He enrolled in the 
architectural program at McGill in 1939, graduated in 
1951, and went overseas to further his studies. He set 
up his architectural practice in 1952 and retired in 1992. 

Paddy and his family were great patrons and lovers 
of the arts, particularly at BCS. Through the generosity 
of his family, the Stoker Arts Festival was established 
at the school, in memory of his late wife, Shirley. Now in 
its 23 rd year, the Festival is an annual celebration of the 
arts in their many forms and expressions: calligraphy, 
cooking, dance, improv, African drums, pottery, and even 
Kung Fu, among others. A wide variety of workshops 
are available each year, providing students with the 
opportunity to express their creativity and imagination. 
A large part of the success of this annual event is not 
only in the organized activities, but the sense of com- 
munity that it cultivates at BCS. 

As a strong proponent of architecture and design, 
Paddy was once interviewed in 1999 for an article with 
McGill University’s School of Architecture and was 
asked about his thoughts on his chosen field: “I think 
it’s a wonderful discipline. It enlarges your life. It makes 
you very acutely aware of your surroundings. I can’t 
walk anywhere in the world without looking at a build- 



ing and thinking of how it’s 
designed, how it works, how 
the light falls on it, and the 
circulation in it.” 

Contributing his architec- 
tural talent to his alma mater, 
Paddy oversaw the renovation 
and redesign of the BCS Prep 
to become the dorm we know 
today as Glass House, initially 
inhabited by boys and, then, 
as of the 1972 merger with 
King’s Hall, Compton, by girls. 
Glass House served BCS stu- 
dents well for over 40 years 
before another major reno- 
vation was needed. The first 
phase of that renovation has 
in fact begun this summer. 

As an ardent supporter 
of numerous cultural, educa- 
tional, and philanthropic ini- 
tiatives, Patrick Stoker will be 
remembered fondly by so 
many who were fortunate 
enough to have known him. 

Paddy is survived by his 
wife, Josephine Hadley; his 
sons, Thornley (Susan) and 
Dermot (Tracy); his daugh- 
ter, Carlotta (Ralph Difiore); 
his eight grandchildren, Harrison, Bram, Cayley, Patrick, 
Paige, Thomas, Francesca, and Michael; his stepchil- 
dren, Deb Mcmeniman (Bill), Tim Lantier, and Tony Lan- 
tier (Stephanie); and their children, Christopher, Jennifer, 
Johnathan, Eric, Matthew, Simone, and Gabrielle. 

Paddy was predeceased by his first wife, Shirley 
Linton St. Barbe Harrison, his half-brother, Guy Melfort 
Drummond, and his two brothers, Tom Thornley Braith- 
waite and Desmond Neil (Gail Calder).

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David Paul MacPherson Almond, BCS’48, 1931-2015 

Paul was a successful film director, producer, screenwriter, and novelist, best known 
in Britain for the Seven Up! television series. He directed seven feature films and more 
than 120 television dramas in Canada, Britain, and the U.S., and wrote 12 novels. Some 
of the awards for his work include the Directors Guild of Canada, a lifetime achievement 
award, and Officer of the Order of Canada. Paul was born in Montreal to an Anglican min- 
ister, Eric, and his wife, Clarice (nee Gray). After graduating from BCS in 1948, he stud- 
ied literature at McGill University and in 1949 furthered his studies in philosophy, poli- 
tics, and economics at Balliol College, Oxford. A man of boundless energy, Paul enjoyed 
returning to his school to attend Cadet Inspections, to see plays, and most particularly, 
to talk to the students in Chapel or in small groups in English classes. In the early 80’s, 
he wrote and produced a film, Ups and Downs, about the challenges faced by students 
in their teens; it was based on and researched at BCS. His last undertaking was to write The Alford Saga, an 
eight-book series based on his family covering over 150 years. The last book, The Inheritor, is Paul’s own story 
and it gives a compelling insight into the early days of television in Canada. It was published on April 7, 2015. 
Paul passed away on April 9, 2015 at the age of 83 and is survived by his third wife, Joan Harwood Elkins, son 
Matthew, three stepsons: Trey, Tim, and Chris; stepdaughter Tracy; and eight grandchildren. It is interesting to 
note that Tracy is married to Paddy Stoker’s son, Dermot. Paddy and Paul were great friends, before and after 
they shared grandchildren. 

Hartland Molson MacDougall, C.V.O., O.C., BCS’48, 1931-2014 

Born in Montreal to Hartland Campbell (Tommy) MacDougall and Dorothy Molson Mac- 
Dougall, Hart attended Lower Canada College, and then followed generations of family 
members to BCS. He went on to Le Rosey, Switzerland, McGill University, and Harvard 
74 AMP. During his career, he was a director and Vice-Chairman of BMO; Chairman, Royal 
Trustco Ltd.; Director and Deputy Chairman, London Insurance Group; Director, Trilon 
Financial Corporation; Director, International Murex Technologies Corporation; founding 
Chairman of the Governor’s Council of St. Michael’s Hospital; Chairman of the Canada- 
Japan Business Council and the Council for Canadian Unity; founding Chairman of Heri- 
tage Canada; and first recipient of the Gabrielle Leger Award. He was the International 
Chairman of the Duke of Edinburgh Award and had key roles with the Ontario Health Ser- 
vices Restructuring Commission, Advisory Council of Conros Corporation, the Canadian 
Robert T. Jones Jr. Scholarship Foundation, Lester B. Pearson College, Canadian Olympic Foundation, Stratford 
Festival, and Royal Winter Fair. He, along with three siblings, was a recipient of the Diamond Jubilee Medal. He 
was also a Commander of the Royal Victorian Order, an officer of the Order of Canada, and a Knight Commander 
(inactive) of the Order of St. Lazarus of Jerusalem, and he received the Order of the Rising Sun, Gold and Silver 
Star from the Emperor of Japan. Of his years at BCS, Hart might have said he excelled in math, hockey and 
football, but unquestionably not choir! He and his wife of 60 years, Eve (nee Gordon, KHC’51), saw four of their 
five children and two grandchildren head to BCS. Hart was happiest surrounded by family, friends, dogs, and 
activity. His energy and joy of life were unparalleled, but above all he was dedicated to his family, community, 
and country. 





Margaret Joy MacLaren (nee Harvie), KHC’40, 1931-2014 

Joy was a quiet social activist throughout Canada. During her years at King’s Hall, she 
was the leader of the sewing group, which was part of the Junior Red Cross. Joy would 
sew quilts as well as Halloween costumes for her friends. Her helpful work at school 
truly foreshadowed her post-graduate charitable work. She earned a BSc degree from 
Macdonald College/McGill University in 1944, received an Honorary Doctorate from Mc- 
Gill University in 2000, and an Honorary Doctorate from Carleton University in 2011. Fol- 
lowing in her father’s footsteps, she had a lifelong interest in promoting education for 
Aboriginal youth across Canada. For this she was bestowed with the Aboriginal name, 
“New Sun” in 1995 at a Naming Ceremony at Carleton University. She received the Or- 
der of Canada in 2010 and the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee Medallion in 2012. She was a 
founding member of the Glenbow Museum in Calgary, Canadian Guide Dogs for the Blind, 
Community Foundation of Ottawa, and Hospice at May Court in Ottawa. Joy died peace- 
fully in Ottawa on Nov. 19, 2014. She is survived by her son, Charlie, (Ottawa) and his wife, Ciddy; her seven 
grandchildren whom she was so proud of - Geordie (Tara), Sonie Skogerson (Dirk), Jamie (Heidi), Stuart (Melanie), 
Heather, Peter and Jill; Jennifer Castledine Roberts (Ciddy’s daughter); and nine great grandchildren. In her 1939 
KHC yearbook, she wrote a short story about a blind man named Pierre, and how he would bring joy to his vil- 
lage. The last phrase is a wonderful reminder of the importance of community: “ Here was a life which might have 
been wasted , but which , instead , had been a full one that left behind it a better world.”

On Dec. 24, 2014, Len died at 
the age of 96. In his remarkable pho- 
tographic memoir, “Ninety and Still 
Remembering,” he leaves his family 
with a story of his adventures and 
a record of an adaptable, and a curi- 
ous, and loving man as a father and 
husband. He was also a computer 
and Photoshop geek and had a pas- 
sion for Canada, world affairs, and 
cars. He continued driving a 2010 
Lexus convertible, visiting friends, 
eating out at his favourite restau- 
rants until his 95 th year. Born in Sher- 
brooke, QC, Len grew up in nearby 
North Hatley, which he declared 



“the most precious jewel in the East- 
ern Townships.” He was educated 
at Bishop’s College School in Len- 
noxville where he enjoyed playing 
hockey, skiing, and serving as the 
quarterback and MVP of the football 
team. He also was a modest bugler 
in the Cadet Corps. Len described 
his years at BCS as influential, writ- 
ing: “The discipline, relationships, 
and military training at BCS made a 
lasting impression on my character 
and general behavior.” In 2011, Len 
funded the Len and Mary Webster 
Award for Excellence at BCS to in- 
spire students to become leaders 
and doers and to honour seniors who 
exemplified virtues of excellence. He 
defined excellence as acting with 
responsibility, openness, positivity, 
integrity, and commitment, demon- 
strating good judgment and people 
skills, and being organized, depend- 
able, proactive. All of these virtues 
describe Len himself. Len was a lov- 
ing and committed husband. In the 
last few years of Mary’s life, he was 
her primary caregiver 24-7 until she 
died at age 90. He said caring for her 
was a very happy time in his life. He 
is survived by three children: Carolyn 
Webster-Stratton, Ralph Webster, 
and Jim Webster, who will miss his 
passion, vitality, youthful perspec- 
tive, adaptability, and joy of life. He 
has seven grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. His family feels 
extremely lucky to have had his love, 
friendship, and inspiration for so 
long.

After his retirement in December 
1974, he served eight years as colo- 
nel of the 8th Canadian Hussars (Prin- 
cess Louise’s) and in November 1980 
he became colonel-commandant of 
the Royal Canadian Armoured Corps.

Archival Corner: St. James the Less Church 



Every Sunday, the girls of King’s Hall, Compton (KHC) 
would march two by two, wearing their blue skirts, white 
blouses and blazers, across Cochrane Road to St. James 
Anglican Church for the 11 o’clock service, recalls Margot 
Graham Heyerhoff, a KHC graduate, former BCS Director of 
Alumni, and past member of several BCS boards. 

“At the end of 
year service, we 
would all sing ‘God 
be with you ‘til we 
meet again’ and 
everybody cried,” 
she adds. 

Built in 1887, 
St. James was 
considered one of 
the finest in the 
Diocese of Quebec. 
“It is built of wood, 
beautifully fin- 
ished on the inside, 
and erected at a cost of $5,000,” the History of Compton 
County reports. The church served as the KHC chapel while 
also being attended by nearby families. Students filled the 
church weekly, formed the choir, and each put a dollar into 
the collection plate. 

King’s Hall closed in 1972 after 96 years as a girls’ 
school, and the remaining students moved to BCS, which 
thus became co-educational. St. James Church was used 
rarely, and funds for upkeep were non-existent. With the 
wood and plaster structure deteriorating a little more each 
year, several unsuccessful attempts were made to save the 
church. Now condemned, the building will be demolished. 
“We have been concerned about the church that was left 
in Compton,” Margot explains. “It is so significant to the Old 
Girls of KHC. It was part of the school. It was ours.” 




Although the building cannot be saved, heritage items 
can be retrieved by BCS, as the result of an agreement made 
recently with the Anglican Diocese of Quebec. To date, 
funds have been raised by KHC Old Girls and BCS to clear 
the parish debt and allow BCS to retrieve and preserve the 
church bell. “We don’t know who cast the bell as we haven’t 
seen it up close,” 

Margot says. Nev- 
ertheless, the plan 
is to move the bell 
to BCS and place it 
in a prominent spot 
on campus with an 
inscription on the 
base describing St. 

James and KHC his- 
tory. 

Funds are now 
needed to enable 
BCS to save other 
significant heritage 
items. There are beautiful stained glass windows, several 
as memorials to people closely involved in the church and 
the school, such as Senator Matthew H. Cochrane, Dr. Reg- 
inald King, who was the school doctor in the 1870s, Rev. 
G.H. Parker, a school chaplain, and Suzanne MacPherson, a 
student who died of cancer in the 1950’s. “The more money 
we can raise, the more artifacts we can bring here,” Margot 
explains. Time, however, is pressing, since the building can- 
not withstand another winter. “The church has been on the 
radar for a long time but the time has never been right. It’s 
the right and only time now. We’re at the eleventh hour.”
